| Coiumbus, Ohio, February 21.-—The 
Dean bill, giving municipalities 
throughout Ohio the right to vote on 
the saloon question, was defeated in 
the house today, getting 4 votes less 
than it needed. The senate has passed 
the bill. The result ends one of the 
most bitter sights in the preéesetn ses- 
sion of the general assembly. 

Statements issued after the voting 
by Wayne B. Wheeler, of the Anti- 
Saloon League, and by Percy Andrea, 
of Cincinnati, for the Personal Liberty 
League, said the result was no sur- 
prise to either. Andrea declared the 
outcome, so far as the liberals were 
concerned, would be one of nation- 
wide significance. This was regarded 
as a threat against the further polit- 
ical ambitions of a leading Ohio of- 
ficial. 

Defeat of the Dean bill, unless a 
bill applying to cities’ only -is offered, 
ends a spectacular campaign between 
liberal and temperance forces . which 
has been a feature of several legisla- 
tive sessions. 

The wet leaders hold Governor Har- 
mon responsible for the defeat of the 
bill, although they refuse to disclose 
what proof thev have of his interfer- 
ence.

From that portion of the audience 
that had not joined in the previous 
applause came a slight outburst, de- 
spite the residing officer's catuion, but 
as it trailed out came the higs. 

No notice of it was taken by 
senators or officers of that body. 

The day im.the senaté was largely 
devoted to the Lorimer case. 

May Be Vote Today. 

Senator Beveridge took the floor 
about 1 o’clock and spoke for more 
than four hours. He did not conclude, 
and suspended with the understanding 
that he would continue tomorrow after 
the conclusion of Mr. Lorimer’s speech 
in own behalf. Senator Burrows, in 
charge of the question in behalf of 
the committee on privileges and eleo- 
tions, bad previously given notice that 
after the conclusion of Mr. Lorimer’s 
speech he would ask that a vote be 
taken. 

There was gseneral acquiescence in 
this plan until it was found that Mr. 
Beveridge couTd not well conclude to- 
night. The new arrangement will give 
the Indiana senator the close of the 
discussion, unless someone assumed 
the responsibility for prolonging it 
to make reply to him.

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SCHOOL “FRILLS” 
WIN FIRST POINT 
Al Blt MEETING 


Board of Edueation and School 
Committee Vote to Retain 
Deparment, 


DR VAN DYKE ATTACKS 
RECORD OF OR TOEPEL 


Superintendent Slaton Makes 
Strong Speech in Response 
to Statement of Councilman 
Nutting That the School Sys- 
tem of Atlanta Is Weaker 
Than Twenty Years Ago. 


After an e@xciting session, lasting 
from 8 o'clock until 6:30 yesterday 
‘afternoon, the school committee af 
counci! and the committee from the 
board of education unanimously adopt- 
ed a report asking that counci)] refuse 
to pass the Nutting ordinance to abol- 
ish the departments of music, drawing 
and physical culture in the public 
schools, thereby winning the appro- 
bation and applause of the fifty or 
more enthusiastic women present. 

The question was discussed from all 
standpoints by the councilmen respon- 
sible for the ordinance, by the various 
club women, by the school] officials 
and by the doctors and ministers who 
were interested in seeing that draw- 
ing, physical culture and music be re- 
tained in the schools. 

Thrilis of the Meeting. 

In the course of the meeting things 
threatened to become lively from a 
personal standpoint, as it was openly 
stated that the (first ordinance to 
abolish gome of the departments had 
been introduced into council because 
of Dr. Theodare Toepel’s association 
with the department under fire. Dr. 
Toepel took occasion to respond warm- 
ly to some remarks made by Alder- 
man Van Dyke, and William M. Sla- 
ton, ' syperintendent of the public 
eciioois, defended the schools, earnest- 
ly and energetically, a remark made 
by Mr. Nutting giving rise to this 
phase of the session. 

In order to get matters before the 
meeting at once, Councilman Steve R. 
Johnston, chairman of the school com- 
mittee, moved at the very opening of 
the session that an adverse report be 
made upon the ordinance, and the 
battle was then on. 

Alderman Van Dyke, who §intro- 
duced the first resolution abolishing 
the departments, spoke first, saying in 
part: “The ordinance went further 
than I expected it to go. I was con- 
cerned mainly about the physical cul- 
ture in the schools. I could not see 
why Dr. Toepel, as director, should 
draw a salary of $1,400 a year when 
the various teachers were doing all the 
work. Dr. Toepe!l is doing more work 
in politics than as physical director of 
the schools. He is filling the office to 
the detriment rather than to the good 
of the schools.” : 

Mr. Nutting 

Mr. Nutting, in whose name the 
second ordinance was drawn, then 
spoke. He said that he was there to 
“repreesnt the poor, down-trodden 
teachers.” This drew a subdwed laugh 
from the women present. He contend- 
ed that the threatened departments 
‘put too much additional and unnec- 
essary work upon the teachers; that 
the teachers themselves feel such work 
to be useless, and complain about 
having to attend the normal classes 
in drawing. 

“There is no method, 
it at all,” said Mr. Nutting. “Instead 
of teaching children anything, ‘you 
are putting unnecessary work upon 
the teachers and instructing the latter. 
Any reasonable person will admit that 
after e teacher has been teaching for 
five years she should be relleved from 
normal work; that if she is not a good 
teacher after that much experience, 
she will never be.” 

Recreation, Not a Study. 

Mr. Nutting admitted that he was 
opposed to music, though it was men- 
tioned as one of the departments to be 
abolished by his ordinance, but z2ug-

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PERIURY CHARGE 
MUST BE FACED 
BY "BUDS COX 


Republican Ruler of Cincinnali 
fas Been Indicted by the 
Grand Jury 


“GRAFTING” IS INVOLVED 
WITH PERJURY CHARGE 


It Is Alleged That Cox Re- 
ceived $48,500 as a “Rake- 
Off” From a County Treas- 
urer and Then Swore That 
He Never Got Any of the 
Graft. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, February 21.— 


Scie B. Cox, for years head of the 
republican organization in Ctincinnatt, 
a prominent factor in state and na- 
tional politics, president of the Cin- 
cinnati Trust Company, and known 
widely in the theatrical circles be- 
cause of his interests in that fleld, was 
indicted by the Hamilton county grand 
jury late today on a charge of per- 
jury. 

The basis of the charge is that Cox 
testified falsely before a grand jury 
on March 21, 1906, in denying he had 
received any of the interest money 
which several banks, according to dis- 
closures before the Drake investigating 
committee, paid to county treasurers 
as recompense for the deposit of 
county fundg in these banks. 

The Specific Cases. 

The specific case upon which the jury 
acted occurred in the administration 
of John H. Gibson, who served as 
county treasurer from 1900 to 1904. 
Gibson testified before the grand jury 
yesterday that Cox had received $48,509 
of the $97,064 which the banks gave | 
to Gibson as “gratuities” during the 
latter’s service. 

This was the amount which Gibson 
paid into the county treasury irr 1906 
following an investigation by the 
grand jury of the Drake disclosures. 
Two other treasurers, Tilden R. French 
and Rudolph H. Hynicke, also paid 
considerable suins to the county. 
French turning in $59,450 and Hynicka 
$58,440. 

Less than an hour after the jury's 
report Cox appeared at the courthouse 
and gave bond for $1,000. No date for 
Cox's appearance in court was set. 

Politics, Says Cox. 

Mr. Cox, in speaking of the indict- 
ment, said: . 

“T do not consider this an indictment 
in the true sense of such action. It 
was purely a political move, and was 
brought about by political conditions. 

“The jury which brought the indict- 
ment was selected by a democratic 
judge who drew the. names of the 
grand jurors from his inside pocket 
instead of from the jury wheel as the 
law requires. 

“The people, irrespective of politics, 
know, I believe, that never in my 
Career have I been accused of telling 


a falsehood. I consider the action of 
the grand jury one of the most serious 
attacks and one of the most outra- | 
gmweous procedures emanating from a} 
body connected with a court. I will; 
leave my side of this affair to the facts} 
as brought out in the trial. In the 
meantime, I ask the puidlic to suspend 
judgment.” 
The Penalty Cox Faces. 

The law under which the grand jury 
returned the indictment provides that 
in case of conviction for perjury the 
penalty shall be imprisonment for not 
more than ten years nor for less than 


three. 

The indictment quotes the testimony 
given by Cox before the 1906 grand 
jury. This was the body which in- 
vestigated the payment of bank 
“gratuities” to the county treasurers 
and afterwards reported that these 
payments had become so customary 
that criminal proceedings because of 
them were not advisable.

It ‘was particu- 
larly gratifying to the officers of the 
company, it was said, to be able to 
let the contract for this work to an 


Atlanta man. 

Three-Story Building. 
The building will consist of a three- 
story structure running from the 
Peters street viaduct to the Nelson 
street bridge and a six-story building 
running from the Nelson street bridge 
to the Mitchell street viaduct. The first 
and second floors of both buildings, the 
first on the level of the railroad tracks 
and the second on the evel of Madison 
avente, will be devoted entirely to the 
delivery of inbound freight. Cars will 
be unloaded into the first floor and 
freight carried by elevator to the sec- 
ond floor ,out of which it will be deliv- 
ered with the greatest ease and facility 
to teams on the Madison avenue level. 
The two floors to be devoted to the de- 
livery freight will have a floor space 
of approximately 70,000 square feet.

SPRUNG BY TAFT 


New Treaty With Island 
Empire Is Drawn. 


Treaty Drawn to Eliminate Re- 
strictions Upon Immigration 
Contained in Old Treaty. 
New Treaty Caused Sensa- 
tion---It Will Be Fought. 


Washington, February 21.—The text 
of a new treaty with Japan, designed 
to replace that of 1894 and drawn with 
the special design of eliminating the 
restriction upon immigration contain- 
ed in that treaty, was laid before the 
senate today by President Taft. 

The essential difference between the 
proposed treaty and the existing con- 
vention is said to be in the fact that 
it omits all reference to such restric- 
tions and leaves to the national honor 
of Japan the enforcement at her own 
ports the limitations upon emigration 
from Japan now expressly placed upon 
immigration into the United States. 

The document is said to provide 
that either country may renounce ithe 
treaty at the end of six months if it 
fails to operate as expected. 

Created a Sensation. 

Because it embodies this radical de- 
parture from the existing treaty and 
touches the question of the deepest im- 
portance and interest to the Pacific 
slope, the injection of this convention 
into the closing hours of the present 
congress, created a sensation today. 

That the new treaty will encounter 
Opposition seems certain, for even if 
reported to the 
senate from the committee without 
serious controversy within the com- 
mittee room, the western senators are 
expecteq to insist on opportunity to 
debate, which will develop the full 
Strength of the opposition to the 
treaty. Unlike matters of ordinary 
legislation, failure of the senate to act 
upon the treaty during the remainder 
of this session of congress would not 
of itself extinguish its vitality, which 
could be kept indefinitely alive in the 
executive files of the senate to be 
taken up at any convenient time. 

This new treaty is one of “trade and 
commerce’ intended to replace the 
treaty of 1894, negotiated by the late 
Secretary Gresham ang Baron Kurino, 
then Japanese minister to the United 
States. That treaty is a most compre- 
hensive document. It was drawn si- 
multaneously with a number of other 
Japanese treaties of similar scope ne- 
gotiated with all the great powers. 
But unlike the others, this particular 
treaty was not promptly ratified and 
did not go into effect until] about a 
year after the others were in force. 

Embarrassing to Japan. 

This difference of a year is proving 
embarrassing to the Japanese in de- 
veloping a fiscal policy. Hence the 
Japanese government has been using 
every effort to induce the state de- 
partment to follow the example of the 
great European nations and consent 
to immediate revision of the treaty. 
The department has delayed doing so 
principally for the reason that it de- 
sired to await the conclusion of all the 
treaties which Japanese is making 
with the other powers, in order to 
make certain of securing for America 
any advantages extending to other 
peoples. 

The radical difference between the 
new treaty and the one now in fore 
and the one which may prove obnox- 
ious to the western senators is un- 
derstood to be the omission of any 
reference to the immigration questlon. 
Under the existing treaty the two 
governments have enjoyed the unde- 
nlable right to legislate regarding im- 
migration, either by restriction or by 
total exclusion of coolie labor. The 
United States government could do 
this without any treaty stipulated on 
the subject just as it did in the case 
of China when it enacted the Chinese 
exclusion laws. It is understood there 
is no disposition on tne part of the 
Japanese to deny the extension of such 
power. 

What Japan Objects To. 

Wiiat they do object to is the in- 
clusion in a formal treaty to which 
fhey are a party of a stipulation as- 
serting that right, which 1s not em- 
bodied in any treaty America has made 
with European powers and which 
serves only as an irritant to Japanese 
pride. 

The president’s action in submitting 
the treaty today createg great sur- 
prise in congress, the only persons not 
taken aware being the members of 
the senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions, what, at a dinner recently given 
to them at the white house, were in- 
formed by President Taft of what the 
administration had in mind. These 
senators consequently were in a posi- 
tion to realize the full importance cf 
the formidable looking dacument 
which was laid before the senate in 
executive session just at the close of 
the day. There was no opportunity 
to read it before it had been offered 
to the foreign relations committee. 

Probable Fate of Treaty. 

Tt is said that the dinner developed 
some views on the part of individual 
senators of great Interest as* bearing 
upon the probable fate of the treaty 
when it comes before the senate for 
approval. 

There was a disposition on tne part 
of some to apprehend a demand on 
the part of China for a relaxation of 
the rigid exclusion laws !f this con- 
cession shoulg be made to Japan. Rut 
it was pointed out that the govern- 
ment would not surrender any right of 
the control of Chinese immigration, 
even if a new treaty were accorded to 
China. 

Another argument for the treaty 
was a production of figures to show 
that during the last year Japan has 
voluntarily prevented the departure of 
coolies, so that the tmmigration of 
that class has been practically stop- 
ped. This was cited as demonstrating 
that reliance. might safely be placed 
upon the Japanese sense of honor.

Cent This Generation. 


Shooting critical darts at the adver- 
tising copy produced by its individual 
members, the Atlanta Ad Men’s Club, at 
its regular meeting in Cafe Durand 
last night, stirred up ideas among its 
writers that are calculated to bring 
more effective results for the firms 


which advertise. 

The meeting was one of the best- 
attended fn recent months, and was 
made notable through the presence of 
five prominent out-of-town ad men, 
who made short addresses. 

Criticiams Were Helpful. 

The “critical” feature proved a per- 
fect success. With a stereopticon, fifty 
or more specimens of work turned out 
by members were flashed upon a screen 
and the good and the bad points were 
generally discussed. 

The work of preparing this innova- 
tion was in charge of the program com- 
mittee, of which Winship Nunnally is 
chairman. Mr. Nunnally led the discus- 
sion of each plate shown. 

Some very amazing figures on the 
‘high cost of living’ were introduced 
by Franklin Hobbs, the New York 
financial ad specialist, one of the five 
visitors. He sald that it was a decided 
mistake to hold that it costs more to 
live in this generation: that, on the 
other hand, the cost of living has been 
decreasing for 2,000 years. 

Some Amazing Figures. 

“There has been a decrease in the 
cost of living in this generation of 17 
per cent. Our fathers paid that much 
more for the things they had to buy 
in their time. 

“Georgia people are great savers. 
They are saving more money per cap- 
ita today than any other state in the 
union. This is a waving country. Sta- 
tistics in 1880 showed that, averaging up 
the Rockefellers and the laborers, each 
individual was making $91 per month, 
out of which he was saving $2. Statis- 
tics for 1910 show that now each in- 
dividual makes $194 per month, and 
is saving $23 out of that amount.”

A board of education, with hal¢ its 
members selected from the women of 
the city. Such was the suggestion made 
yesterday by Mrs. M. L. McLendon. 
president of the Atlanta Women's 
+Christlan Temperance -Union, during 
the course of her protest against the 
abolishment of the departments of 
drawing, music and physical culture 
in the public school courses. 

“IT have lived in Atlanta fifty-one 
years," said Mrs. McLendon, who is 
over 70 years old. “This is the first 
chance that I have ever gotten at the 
board of education or the city council, 
and I want to tell you right now that, 
one-half the members of the board of 
education should be women. You have 
over 400 women teachers,*and only 12 
or 15 men teachers, yet every person 
controlling the interests of our chil- 
dren in the schools is a man. 

“You men cannot look at things like 
women do, and you may be sure that 
we want nothing else but the best 
interests of our children. We stand 
for the children. They are the best and Pp 
dearest possessions that we have, We 
know what they need. 

“For goodness gracious’ sake, put 
women on the board of education,” 
concluded Mrs. McLendon 

Mrs. McLendon spoke_strongly 


threatened departments. 
“Though [I never attended a public 
school, and my father paid for every 
bit of instruction that I got, it gives 
me pleasure to recall the little bit of 
drawing and music that formed a small 
part of my education. 

Stressing particularly the need of 
instruction in physiological and hygi- 
enic matters, Mrs. McLendon read a 
Georgia, law requiring that physiology 
and hygiene be taught in the public 
schools, thereby showing that as far 
as hygiene, at least, was concerned, 
neither the council nor the board had 
any right to cut it out of the course 
of instruction.

After predicting that the effect of the 
Canadian agreement would be to ruin 
the fishing interesta of this country 
which are centered at Gloucester, Mass., 
a prediction based upon the effect of 
Canadian bounties paid to her fsher- 
men and the subsidized warehouses of 
Canada. Mr. Gardner was catchechized 
by Senator Hale. The Maine senator 
developed Mr. Gardner's interest in the 
subject and the fact that he had always 
champltloned the Gloucester industry. 

Thinks Taft Didu’t Kuow. 

Replying to questions Mr. Gardner 
said that he thought that the president, 
Secretary Knox and Commercial Agent 
Pepper aid not know of the Canadian 
bounty and the subsidized warehouses 
when they made the agreement. 

“Do you think the president should 
have proceeded without consulting 
members of congress where industries 
likely to be injured were so concerned?” 
Mr. Hale asked. 

“If I had been negotiating such an 
agreement as this,” Mr. Gardner re- 
sponded, “I think I should have done 
just as the president did.” 

“That is, keep the facts secret?” Mr. 
Hale said. 

Mr. Gardner replied that last sum- 
mer the president faced the obligation 
of assessing a punitive duty against 
imports from Canada because of the 
discovery that Canada had given 
preferential treatmentto France. Under 
the maximum and minimum provision 
of the tariff law, Mr. Gardner said the 
president “would be compelled to apply 
the maximum rates to Canada, but he 
knew the people of this country would 
not stand it

points occurred from the opening fig- 
ures. This improvement was lost be- 
fore midday, however, with the mar- 
ket becoming quite weak after the 
close of Liverpool under renewal] of 
bear pressure and on the break which 
earried active months to a net loss of 
about 14@20 points, stop-loss orders 
were uncovered.
